puty for the time being, AN D whereas Thomas &Hoore and Robert 

Stonehill Licenſed Carriers of the fad Univerſity , have under- 

rakento provide ſufficient Coaches and Horſes for the Conveiance of 

Paſlengers between the ſaid Univerſity and the Citty of Londox, which 

ſhall in one day Commodiouſly perform the whole Journey during the 

Summer half year, (that is to ſay) from the 'T wenty ſ1xth day of 4- 

pril, being the Munday next before Eafter Terme, to Mz haelmas enſuing; 

tor the berrer re2ulating of the ſaid Carriers, and Securing the Cove. 
nience of all Paſſengers who ſhall happen co go with them , It 1s Orde- 
red by the Vice-Chancellor of the Univerlity aforeſaid, as followeth, | 

3, Thatthe Carriers aforeſaid ſhall not demand above 'T welve ſhillings 
for the conveiance of cach Paſlenger, 

2, Thar they, the ſaid Carriers , ſhall carry without expeCtation of 
farther reward, the neceſlaries of each Paſſenper,their ſeverall fardles 
not being incommodious in their Bulk, and not exceeding {1x pound 
in weight, 

3. That they, the ſaid Carriers, ſhall not upon pretence of -expeCta- 
tion of Paſſengers, or any other ſuggeſtion , delay the time of their 
ſetting out; But before ſ1x of the clock in the Morning, be ready over 
againlt Alſouls Colledge in Oxford, and the figne of the Greyhound in 
Holhorne in London, and Immedutly upon the ſtrikirg of the Clock 
of St eMaries in Oxford, and S* Andrews Holborn London begin their 
Journey, Shs | 

4. Thar the ſaid Carriers ſhall both at Oxford & London keep a Book 
for the Entry of Names of the Paſſengers, and the receipe of the 
twelve ſhillings whictr ſhall be laid down upon the entry of their 
names,and ſhall be reſponſible for the fraud or negligence which ſhall 
happeneither by themſelves or Servarts mn the aforeſaid particulars, 

5. That che ſaid Carriers ſhall conſtantly keep their weekely ſtages, 
that is to ſay, every Munday, Wedneſday, and Friday depart from 
Oxford, and Tueſday, 'Thurſday and Saturday returne homeward 
from London, 

6, Thatthe ſaid Carriers ſhall not take upon them to diſpoſe of pla- 
ces in their coach,bur ſhall permit all perſons to be ſeated according 
totheir priority, in takivg of their ſeats, & their reſpeCtive condition. 

7. That the aforeſaid Orders and Rules ſhall not be interpreted ro 
limit or concern thoſe coaches, which ſhall as formerly pertorm their 
Journey in part of two days. 
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
